March (I. — Vladivostok was 
bombarded at long range by a 
Japanese squadron, the forts 
making no reply.

Excessive Charges by Inspectors and 
Unjust Regulations Spoil Industry 
In Country Where Prices 
Soar Skyward. 


Berlin.—One year’s operation of the 
German meat law, which went into 
effect in April, 1D03, has extinguished 
the American trade in meats with the 
fatherland. \ representative of one 
of the largest. Chicago packing compa¬ 
nies says: 

“The burdensome provisions of the 
exclusion law have accomplished their 
purpose of bringing American meat 
imports to a dead stop. 

“Government inspectors arbitrarily 
refuse to admit American shipments 
on the ground that they are prepared 
with borax and horacic acid, notwith¬ 
standing the best German experts 
have pronounced them free from such 
curatives. The regulation excluding 
meat weighing less than eight anil 
one-half pounds is a mere suhterfugtt 
for destroying the trade in American 
lieef and pork tongues and other small 
louts, for which there is a large de¬ 
mand. 

“Iu addition to these barriers the 
charges for inspecting certain meats, 
such as hams, which often weigh only 
five or six pounds, are fixed at three 
quarters of a cent a pound, despite 
assurances that these i 
tended only to cover 
spection. ” 

In the meantime the price of meat 
of all kinds has risen to unprecedent¬ 
ed figures in Germany.

Hussia may have a 
similar experience with the Japs. 

When we recall what Hussia did to 
Japan after the war with China, we 
smile to read the statements in Kus- 
sian papers that the 1'nited States Is 
trying to deprive rt.e Czar of the fruits 
of victory. 


II is easy to see that the mere exist¬ 
ence of a serious war between two 
nations stimulates tlm war fever in the 
other countries that are mere specta¬ 
tors of the straggle. Thus a war tends 
to demoralize the whole world. The 
juif-crs inevitably are full of war news 
and discussion: the people think about 
military affairs and lmve their minds 
concentrated upon military conditions 
at home as well as abroad. 

Whatever dignity it may lend to the 
profession, the etiquette which forbids 
■doctors to advertise very often 'incon¬ 
veniences tlie public. Tradition and 
dignity are, no doubt, both valuable 
assets, hut it is difficult to see what 
loss of dignity would be incurred by 
reputable doctors setting forth briefly, 
flieir qualifications in the papers. It 
often happens, especially with new¬ 
comers, that in tin* ease of sudden 
Illness they have nothing whatever to 
guide them its to which particular doc¬ 
tor they should send for. Now. if they 
conid only discover by consulting the 
loeai pa|iers the qualifications of the 
various medical men Iti the district, a 
great deal of trouble anil inconveni¬ 
ence welt'd be a voided. 

■ The venerable maxim that 'there is 
no royal road to learning" urgently 
weeds restatement in u form suited to 
republican conditions. When the 
proverb was co ned privileges were 
for king**; to-da.i the\ are for million¬ 
aires. It was then necessary to lay 
Stress on the fact that there is no 
common measure of eitliure and rank: 
It must now be emphasized that cul¬ 
ture cannot be expressed in terms of 
dollars. That Hie prices of commercial 
and intellectual success arc not inter- 
‘■changeable must be learned by com¬ 
munities al ,; o. No city, however stren¬ 
uous. on:i hu-tle herself Into the posi¬ 
tion of an intellectual center. The 
very word "culture" suggests a long 
and gradual process, for plants do not 
spring up into maturity in a night. It 
takes time to diffuse throughout a 
community those aptitudes and ac¬ 
quirements, without which it cannot 
achieve real distinction in tilings of 
the mind, for the truly cultivated man 
is net one who has simply made his 
memory an encyclopedic storehouse, 
but one who has formed the intellec¬ 
tual habit. 

United States reports on foodstuffs 
show that the experiments made by 
government point to the conclusion 
that nuts are not Indigestible and are 
to he accounted among the healthiest 
of foods. Nuts gained an evil reputa¬ 
tion from the fact they were consid¬ 
ered merely as light dessert and were 
eaten frequently at the end of a heavy 
dinner, when, in truth, they should 
have been classed as piece de resist¬ 
ance. It is not necessary to he a veg¬ 
etarian to appreciate the value of nuts 
as food. They add to the variety and 
luxury of the table as well as to the 
economy. They are rich in oil, with 
only a small percentage of the so-call¬ 
ed carbohydrates, such as starch and 
sugar, and they also contain a largo 
proportion of nitrogenous constituents. 
It goes without saying, then, that nuts 
are among tin* most highly concentrat¬ 
ed forms of nourishment, and while 
they may be eaten freely it should be 
with discretion In connection with 
lighter forms of food. The Increased 
demand for nuts has given an impetus 
to farmers from Maine to California. 
Chestnut and walnut orchnrds promise 
to be a significant feature of the farm 
and a most profitable investment. Eng¬ 
lish varieties have the preference, 
since they bear more quickly and more 


prollflcally than any known American 
variety. In these days, when the cost 
of living has increased as It has dur¬ 
ing the past decade, anything that 
adds to the bill of fare without tend¬ 
ing to deplete the purse is welcomed 
as a boon, l.earn how to use nuts and 
make your table more inviting at less 
cortt. 

Most people who are familiar with 
the progress made in scientific agri¬ 
culture in this country will incline to 
the view that I>r. II. J. Webber’s pes¬ 
simism regarding the future of Ameri¬ 
can husbandry is not warranted by the 
facts. Or. Webber, who is director of 
the laboratory of plant breeding In the 
Department of Agricuuture at Wash¬ 
ington, declared in an address before 
the faculty of sciences of tlie Univer¬ 
sity of Chicago that Americans are 
"miserable farmers,” and that as a re¬ 
sult of their ignorance they will have 
to "hustle in order that the United 
States may keep its place among the 
nations." If Or. Webber had said that 
most Americans arc not scientific agri¬ 
culturists few would dissent from his 
opinion. But when we come to farm- 1 
era—men who cultivate the soil as a 
business to make the most money out 
of it - it will have to be conceded that! 
American farmers arc the greatest in 
tin* world. Confusion of the terms 
agriculture and farming is common 
and natural. Our progress In scien -1 
title agriculture, through the work of 
the State universities, governmetit ex¬ 
periment stations and the Department j 
of Agriculture, makes a distinction ad¬ 
visable. The farmer is tin* man who 
makes a business of agriculture. Be¬ 
cause be does not reduce to practice all 
the theories of the agriculturists or 
does not utilize all their discoveries or 
adopt their methods. It does not follow 
that In* is a failure its a farmer. Sci¬ 
entific agriculture may la* wholly in 
books; scientific farming is practiced ! 
upon the land. T.lie ideal farmer of the 
future, of course, will be an agricultur¬ 
ist as well as a farmer. He will under- j 
stand tlie cluynistry of tin* soil and he , 
will know more about plant breeding i 
than in* does now. The man who care¬ 
fully inspects the exhibits that are to 1 
be made in the palace of agriculture 
at the World's Fair will hardly be 
ready to concede that the American 
farmer is a miserable failure. He will i 
find there the most colossal educational ! 
exhibit of the products of American 
agriculture ever brought together. 
Each product of the soil will have 
grouped about It all that pertains to its 
cultivation, also every by-product that 
is made from it and the process of 
manufacture. Corn and cotton, for in¬ 
stance. will vie with each other for su- ' 
premney, while tobacco and dairy , 
products will each occupy 20,000 feet 
of floor space. During the year 1902 
the American farmers produced 2.523,- j 
048,312 bushels of corn, 987,842,712 
bushels of wheat, and 670,003,008 
bushels of rye; also 821.823,903 pounds 
of tobacco, valued at $57,503,510. In 
0.103 they raised 10,758,320 bales of j 
cotton and marketed 25,245,000 hogs. 
The actual aggregate value of the 
product of dairy cows In this country 
now exceeds $500,000,000. It Is clear 
that the American tiller of the soil is 
not so much of a failure as a "farmer” , 
after all.

MAKING TINTED MAPS. 

New Method of Illustrating Statisti- 
eal Information. 

Professor William G. Ripley, of the 
; economics department at the Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technology, lias 
\ devised a simple and interesting meth¬ 
od of building up statistical maps that 
is likely to make popular a good deal 
; of curious information which has been 
neglected lu tin* past because there was 
no inexpensive way of putting it on 
paper intelligibly and entertainingly. 

The old-fashioned method of mak¬ 
ing graphic maps, as they are called, 
was to print them in different colors 
or in different shades of the same color 
by the lithographic process—which in¬ 
volves a separate printing for each 
shade and is altogether a costly thing 
| to do. A modification of the principle 
i of the lithographic map was Professor 
i Ripley's idea. Instead of printing his 
map in outline first and then printing 
each shade or color upon it separately, 
he pasted the various tints represented 
by shadings In black and white upon 
his outline foundation and then made 
plates of the resulting patchwork. 

The idea Is so interesting and Is 
capable of so many applications which 
are both entertaining and instructive 


that it is worth describing. The neces¬ 
sary equipment for building the Https 
is simple—a good map to use as a 
model, a sheet of tracing paper, a car¬ 
bon copying sheet and some “stipple- 
board,” which is a kind of paper ruled 
in tine parallel black lines on a sort of 
corduroy surface so that it lias a gray¬ 
ish tint. Scraping the stippleboard 
j gently with a sharp knife changes the 
black lines to dots, so that the shade 
of gray appears lighter, and rubbing 
it lightly with carbon or crayon brings 
out cross lines on the whole sheet. By 
! sufficient scraping or carbon rubbing 
stippleboard can be made pure white 
or dead black. 

Suppose, for example, a student 
wishes to depict in such a way that 
the meaning shall be evident at a 
glance how public health is dependent 
upon tlie quality of the water supply, 
and how important a factor a good 
system of water works Is. Having set¬ 
tled on the range of percentages which 
tils shades of color must represent, and 
having divided the statistical figures 
—which are so meaningless to many 
people—in accordance with this plan, 
he first traces from an atlas the outline 
of the United States with Its various 
subdivisions on his transparent paper 
and then by means of a carbon sheet 
transfers it to a piece of stiff card¬ 
board, which Is the basis of his final 
map. 

Beginning up in one corner of the 
country, with the State of Washington, 
he would transfer the outlines of the 
State to stippleboard and shade it by 
erasures or by blacking so as to ex¬ 
press ills statistics of the Washington 
w r ater supply in accordance with a 
scheme of tint gradations, each State 
haying its special tint. 

Then he would cut out Its northern 
and western boundaries with the scis¬ 
sors, letting the south and east sides 
go untrlmmed, and paste It down in 
Its proper place on the cardboard back¬ 
ing. Proceeding the same way with 
Oregon and Idaho—except that they 
must each be of a different shade, o»f 
course, in accordance with their special 
figures—he would stick them down so 
that they overlapped the untrimmed 
edges of Washington, just as shingles 
overlie one another on a roof, and thus 
keep on in the same wmy until he lias 
shingled the entire map down to Flor¬ 
ida, which, being the last piece to taka 
its place, must be cut out on all sides. 
Rivers and the coast line are drawn 
in with ink. and wherever the “shin¬ 
gles” overlap into the ocean they are 
scraped white with a penknife. 

If the range of figures Is very wida 
it may be necessary to supplement the 
four or five shades which it is possible 
to produce by means of the stipple¬ 
board with intermediate tints, says the 
Philadelphia Record, and for this pur¬ 
pose paper is specially printed In the 
required gradations. The interest that 
can be got out of this simple paste-and- 
scissors process of graphical statistics 
by the amateur, the student, the scien¬ 
tist or author is almost without limit, 
for there is hardly any series of facts 
that cannot be thus pictured. A groat 
advantage of the process—apart from 
its simplicity—Is its lnexpeusiveness 
ror reproduction. 

JEWELS OF EMPRESS EUGENIE. 

How They Were Carried Through In¬ 
dia and Sold to a Native Priuce. 

The story of the Servian jewels must 
recall to the ex-Empress Eugenie her 
own experiences when the waves first 
begun to dash about her throne. She 
determined to sell the greater part of 
her jewels in hope to do something 
to save the dynasty. Publicity had 
to be avoided, anil a market was not 
to be found In Europe, newly thrilled 
by the horrors of Sedan. The em¬ 
press looked to the vest for a market. 
An Englishman vns on liis way home 
for a holiday, jj. telegram at Bom¬ 
bay awaited him from one of the 
greatest European financial houses in¬ 
formed him of the iletermiiiatiflii of 
the empress. The difficulty had been 
to find a man with sufficient influence 
to be able to approach llie princes 
of India in secret with a view to sell¬ 
ing them tin* jewels. Not less hard 
was it to lay hands on the man who 
had moral strength sufficient to carry 
with him surreptitiously hundreds of 
thousands of pounds' worth of jewels 
in lands where the queen’s writ did 
not run and where the protection of 
the constable is not immediately avail¬ 
able. 

Every care had been taken to in¬ 
sure secrecy. The jewels had been 
taken to pieces, the gems removed 
from their settings, the latter "joint¬ 
ed” to admit of tlieir holding and be¬ 
ing worn around the waist of tlieir 
bearer in a belt of soft leather. The 
Englishman put on the belt, armed 
himself with a trusty revolver, engag¬ 
ed a trusty servant and set forth on 
his mission. For three months he 
wandered over road, rail and river. 
The responsibility of Ills trust, the 
constant danger of discovery, the diffi¬ 
culty of disposing of liis burden were 
worries that combined almost to kill 
him. At lust he was successful, llie 
jewels were sold to a prince who es¬ 
teemed them the mere for that they 
were the property of a distressed em¬ 
press. There would have been trou¬ 
ble, no doubt, had the matter been 
known at the India office, but the man 
who discharged th« undertaking af¬ 
forded an example of courage and a 
solid worth in trying conditions which 
merit a place in the story of commer¬ 
cial Integrity and disregard of per¬ 
sonal danger. Far less exciting en¬ 
terprises have served to make popular 
novels before now.—St. James Gazette.

"Alaska is one of tlie richest parts 
of creation in the precious metals, aud 
that is all it is ill for.

They 
planted a ton of seed, but never a 
grain came up. and when I saw them 
they were heartsick over tlielr failure, 
it is a shame to send out such delusive 
reports. Alaska is all right as a min¬ 
ing; country, and not a tithe of its 
wealtli tias been taken out, Hut a man 
wants to go there exclusively for min¬ 
ing or to view its beautiful scenery."—

The typhoid se-rui lias filaments at 
either end something like the litis of a 
fish, by which it propels itself. The 
effect of lemon juice or any other citric 
acid is to shrivel up those filaments, 
which prevents the germ from pone 
trnting tin* tissues or entering the 
blood. 

While Dr. .laques, a well-known 
Chicago physician, advocates the 1 it) 
oral use of lemon juice as a preventive 
of typhoid for those who lack facilities 
for boiling impure water, he further 
gays that neither citric acid nor lemon 
Juice has any curative properties after 
typhoid fever lias developed.

Stir and cook until the tapioca be¬ 
comes transparent. Atld a cupful of 
molasses, two tublespoonfuls of but | 
ter and half a teaspoonful of salt, and i 
turn into a buttered baking dish. Pour 
over the top one and one-half cup¬ 
fuls of cold milk, place in the oven 
without stirring and bake one hour. 

Scone*. 

Mix and sift together two cupfuls of 
sifted flour, four level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, half a tablespoonful of 
sugar and half a teaspoouful of salt; j 
rub into the flour with the tips of the j 
lingers four level tablespoonfuls of but- j 
ter; then all two beaten eggs and one- 
third cup of cream; toss on a floured 
board; roll three-fourths of an inch in 
thickness; cut in squares; brush with 
white of egg; sprinkle with sugar and 
bake in a hot oven lifteen minutes. 

Fruit Pudding. 

Chop together one.cup seeded raisins 
and one cup beef suet. Mix one cup 
molasses, one cup sweet milk, two even 
teaspoons saleratus, three cups flour, 
salt and nutmeg. Add raisins and suet 
and stir thoroughly. Steam three hours 
or more. For a sauce, take one cup 
sugar, two tablespoons flour and one 
tablespoon butter. Stir together till 
creamy. Add one howl of hot water, 
stir till smooth and add nutmeg to 
taste. ) 

Oatmeal Cookies. 

Into four cups of flour sift a tea- 
spoonful of baking soda and stir in 
three cups of oatmeal. Now stir in two 
cupfuls of powdered sugar worked in¬ 
to a paste with a cupful of melted but¬ 
ter and add a teaspoonful of salt. 
Moisten with enough cold water to 
make a stiff dough. Boil as thin as a 
! sheet of paper, cut into cookies and 
hake. 

Frntt Cookies. 

Cream together one cup butter and 
one and one-half cups sugar. Add one 
cup well-wasluHl English currants, two 
well-beaten eggs, three tablespoons 
sottr milk, one teaspoon saleratus. 
Flour to roll out rather soft. When 
rolled out sprinkle sugar lightly on 
top, roll a little and cut out and hake.

When baking meat place the drip¬ 
ping tin on another slightly smaller tin 
half tilled with warm water. This will 
prevent the gravy and dripping from 
boiling away or burning. 

Short Snccestioni. 

Enamel cloth is suggested as a 
good floor covering for closets, being 
easily fitted and also easily taken up 
and relald. 

To clean plaster of purls ornaments, 
cover them with a thick coating of 
starch. Then lt may he brushed off 
and tlie dirt with it. 

It is claimed that with white Hour 
and bran sifted together lace collars 
can tie easily cleaned. Itub the mix¬ 
ture into the soiled parts and beat 
out with a stick. 

To remove stains on knives, take 
half of a raw potato, dip the cut end 
in brick dust, and with it scour the 
stained knife blades. When the stains 
have disappeared, polish in the usual 
manner. 

Wash spots on clothing caused by 
machine oil with cold rainwater and 
soap. This method may safely be tried 
when other means would not he advisa¬ 
ble, owing to colors running, etc. 

Cracks in a cooking stovo can he 
satisfactorily filled by a paste made of 
six parts common wood ashes to one 
part of table salt, mixed with cold 
water. Properly mixed, it will prove 
lasting and will take blacking.
